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American Union of Swedish Singerv 


The Northwestern Division, Union of Swedish Sinara, will 
hold their convention in Brainerd on Saturday and Sunday, June 
14 and 15, drawing a large attendance of singers and visitors to 
Brainerd. Choruses from five states and parts of Canada will 
unite in a grand festival concert at the high school auditorium, 
aided by an orchestra o f’30 musicians. 
Dr. Victor Nilsson, music critic of the Minneajwlis Tribune, 
has written an illuminating record of achievements of the orgffni- 
zation. Locally, the Swedish (dee club, a member of the North­ 
western Division, was organized in 1919 with l l charter m em bers 
and their membership roll now includes 25. They are the host 
club for the big Brainerd convention. 
The American Union of Swedish Singers, writes Dr. Nilsson, 
is a purely musical organization whose ambition is to cultivate 
Swedish male chorus singing and to make Swedish elements of 
culture known and appreciated in this country through the me­ 
dium of biennial music festivals. 
The Union was organized Thanksgiving Day, 1892, at a meet­ 
ing in Chicago to which nine singing clubs, chiefly from Chicago. 
Minneapolis, New York, St. Paul and Rockford sent delegates. To­ 
day the Union numbers about 1,2(h) singers belonging to more 
than foP.y different clubs in various parts of the country, from 
coast to coast. This singers’ union branched out from the old 
United Scandinavian Singers of America whose first festival Was 
held in Philadelphia in 1887, the second in Chicago in 1889, and 
the third in Minneapolis in 1891. 
The first and highly successful festival of the American I ii ion 
of Swedish Singers was held in Chicago in connection with the 
three official days at the World’s Fair of 1893. The second festival 
was given in New York in 1897 with two fine concerts at Car­ 
negie hall. The festival had been postponed until said year on ac­ 
count of the Scandinavian Industrial and Art Exposition at Stock­ 
holm, held in King Oscar IPs jubilee year, when, after the New 
York festival, a splendid chorus of fifty-four voices made a con­ 
cert tour of Sweden which may be characterized as one unbroken 
scries of conquests and pleasure, the old country for the first time 
realizing the high standards attained by Swedish male chorus 
singing in America. 
* 
In the summer of 1910, after'another New York festival, the 
American Union of Swedish Singers sent a Second, carefully se­ 
lected chorus to tour Sweden, a venture met with as unqualified 
success as the first, the singers being as charmingly entertained 
by royal hosts and commoners as in 1897. King Lust av V and 
Crown Prince Adolf opened thou palatial homes for the recep­ 
tion of their unpretentious visitors from America as did King 
Oscar before them. John R. Ortengren, the first director in chief 
of the American Union of Swedish Singers, also was the leader 
of both Sweden choruses but was lost to the* cause he so nobly pro­ 
moted in this country by remaining in Stockholm as a resident 
after the tour of 1910. Another pioneer director in chief was 
Arvid Akerlind, which excellent musician died in the year of 1912. 
The Union for practical purposes as in the course of years has 
subdivided into various sections for the East, Midwest, Northwest 
and Pacific coast. These each hold biennial and jointly quadrennial 
festivals. 
The festivals held in Minneapolis have been one in 1903 given 
by the Western division or section with Anna Holist room and 
John Forsell of the Royal Opera of Stockholm, and another in 191 I 
by the entire Union with Signe clappe of Stockholm, Marie Sun 
delius of New York, and Gustav Holmquist of Chicago as soloists. 
In St. Paul a bennial festival by the Northwest division was given 
in 1925 which was made distinctly memorable through the Inst 
artistic co-operation with a touring chorus from Sweden, the 
Stockholm Student Choir. The first of these festivals had for di­ 
rector in chief John Ortengren, the other two Hjalmar Nilsson, 
who in 1914 was president of the American Union of Swedish 
Singers and now is with Charles K. Johansen of New York its 
only honorary president. These honors have come as entirely well 
deserved as unsolicited to Mr. Nilsson, who holds front rank as a 
promoter of Swedish song in America through forty years and 
more as choir director, organized and executive talent, all of the 
most ardent character.

FIVE hundred delegates from cities and villages in tin* state 
will spend three days this week studying problems of municipali­ 
ties which form the programs of tin* seventeenth annual conven­ 
tion of the League of Minnesota Municipalities at Duluth. 
The sessions, which will be held Wednesday, Thursday and 
Friday, will produce addresses by several authorities on questions 
of finance and administration thought to bi' vital to merit atten­ 
tion. Group meetings of the Minnesota utility conference will be 
conducted Wednesday and Thursday with delegates invited to at­ 
tend any of the several sessions. 
At the open forum of Thursday, convention delegates will 
have an opportunity to discuss licenses for automobile drivers, 
billl)oard licenses and taxes, poor relief, old age pensions, and 
municipal budgets, accounting systems arid auditing.

It is not too late to plant a garden 
that will reach maturity before frost. 
All seeds of rapid germination will 
make rapid growth during warm June 
weather. 
Should you not protect your hands 
with gloves while doing garden work, 
at least take time to rub your fingers 
and nails over a cake of moist toilet 
soap before working in the garden. 
When washing your hands, you will 
find that this precaution proves a time 
and labor saver. 
Get up early In warm weather so as 
to have most of the garden work done 
before the heat of the day. 
But hear 
in mind that it Is not advisable to dis­ 
turb the leaves of some sorts of plant/i 
when they are wet with dew or rain. 
The foliage of beans especially should 
not be touched when wet as it I* apt 
to be followed by “rust.” 
f 
Should it be necessary to water 'be 
garden, give It a thorough soaking at 
intervals rather than a daily sprink­ 
ling. This holds good for the lawn. A 
light sprinkling is worse than none at 
Jail 
The sprinkling Induces the roots 
to push up to the surface of the 
ground where they are easily injured 
and die out. 
Cabbage, 
cauliflower 
and 
o t h e r 
greens oft an bolt and refuse to form a 
heart. The way to make them head 
up is to cut or notch deep into the 
stem, just below the leaves; to "ring" 
them the same way as with fruit; or 
drive a six penny nail through the 
stem. 
Eradicate weeds as soon as they are 
recognizable and may be safely 
'e- 
moved without disturbing the young 
plants. One hour's weeding in June 
is worth two hours in July. 
If your lawn or any portion of It is 
newly made do not cut the grass until 
it is really necessary, about six inches 
high. Then cut so as to leave the grass 
about three inches high. 
After the 
grass has become well established, the 
mower may be used and the grass 
cropped closer. 
If you wish to have better Del­ 
phiniums, order seed from one of the 
reliable West Coast growers who have 
the better known strains. Advise them 
to ship when this years crop is rlo«v 
which will be some time In Augu it. 
Plant In Hats out in the oj»cn as socn 
as received, covering them after freez­ 
ing weather. 
Next spring they m».y 
be transplanted to their permam n;
